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Jordan fan upset as ‘rude’ theme park minders warn: 

‘DON’T EVEN 
LOOK AT HER’

A 12-year-old New Malden girl 
who spotted her idol Katie Price 
at Chessington World of Adven¬ 
tures has been left shattered 
after “aggressive” theme park 
security guards were “unneces¬ 
sarily rude” to her, she claimed. 

Louise Lennon was on a half-term 
trip to the park on Wednesday, May 
27, with her mother and cousins 
when she spotted the glamour model 
and reality TV star, also known as 
Jordan. 

When she approached her en¬ 
tourage, the family claimed, a Chess¬ 
ington security guard shouted at her, 
saying: “Don’t stare, don’t point and 
in fact, don’t even look at her.” 

The girl’s mother has been left 
angry at their attitude and said after 
years of reading her books and 
watching her on television, she has 
lost faith in the star. 

She said: “I know she is having a 
hard time at the moment and this 
showed on her face but come off it, 
Chessington security handled this 
badly and treated us unfairly. 

“She’s all over the news at the mo¬ 
ment. She shouldn’t have gone to 
Chessington in the half-term holi¬ 
days if she didn’t want to be ap¬ 
proached. She was dressed up to the 
nines as she usually is. 

“It is Chessington that has let my 
daughter down in the way that they 
dealt with it. They’ve got no right to 
be rude to my kids just because 
they’ve got a big star there.” 

Katie Price, who split from hus¬ 
band Peter Andre last month, was at 
the park with her children Harvey 
and Princess Tiaamii. 

Miss Lennon’s five-year-old cousin 
Sinead Overington was also left 
upset. She suffers from the rare con-

dition Worster Drought Syndrome, 
and Miss Lennon said the family 
often used Ms Price’s son Harvey as 
an example of how people with dis¬ 
abilities live normal lives too. 

A spokeswoman from Chessington 
World of Adventures said she could 
not comment on the conduct of secu¬ 
rity guards because she was not 
there. 

She said: “Katie Price had paid for 


our security guards to be there to 
keep guests away from her, which is 
the choice she made. 

“We weren’t aware of her visit 
until she turned up but that’s what 
she requested, particularly because 
of the media focus on her at the mo¬ 
ment. It is something we offer if peo¬ 
ple ask for it but it’s very, very rare.” 

Ms Price’s PR team refused to com¬ 
ment on the incident.

MPs praise 
our anti-sex 
ad campaign 


A committee of MPs has called 
on the newspaper lobby group, 
the Society of Editors, to take a 
stance against the publishing of 
adult advertisements in local 
newspapers. 

The Home Affairs Committee 
praised Newsquest, the pub¬ 
lisher of the Kingston 
Guardian, for banning the ad¬ 
verts from its 305 titles. 

The company took the deci¬ 
sion last year after being per¬ 
suaded of the clear link 
between the ads and women 
being trafficked for sex. 

The committee said: “We wel¬ 
come Newsquest’s decision and 
urge other local newspapers to 
follow their lead and the Soci¬ 
ety of Editors to issue clear 
guidelines that newspapers 
should not accept advertise¬ 
ments for sex encounter estab¬ 
lishments.” 

Giving evidence to the com¬ 
mittee, Ian Murray editor of 
Newsquest title the Southern

Daily Echo, said the group had 
lost between £200,000 and 
£250,000 in advertising revenue 
for dropping the adverts in the 
Hampshire region alone. 

Bob Satchwell, the executive 
director of the Society of Edi¬ 
tors, said: “We do not issue 
guidelines, but we do make edi¬ 
tors aware of the issues. It is a 
matter for individual editors, 
publishers and broadcasters to 
make their own decisions in 
these and other matters. 

“We never seek to tell editors 
what to do or think.”

Swine flu fund set up 


Half a million pounds has 
been set aside to tackle swine 
flu in Kingston in case it be¬ 
comes more serious. 

Teams of staff have volun¬ 
teered to work overnight at 
Surbiton Hospital, directing 
patients home, if there is a 
more serious outbreak. 

None of the 22 cases in 
south-west London - all 
linked to two schools - has 
been as serious as in Mexico, 
where about 100 deaths have 
been linked to swine flu. 


But, Jonathan Hildebrand, 
director of public health, 
said: “You can’t assume that if 
the cases in the UK have been 
mild, that will continue.” 

He also said if swine flu 
turned into a pandemic it 
might not be realistic to ex¬ 
pect reimbursement. 

NHS Kingston’s pandemic 
plan was approved this week 
by NHS London.

Kingston police seized 120 vehi¬ 
cles in the first three months of 
an ongoing initiative to remove 
uninsured and unlicensed 
drivers from the road. 

The St James safer neighbour¬ 
hood team, which prioritises 
road safety, has seized 24 vehi¬ 
cles during Operation Reclaim. 

Operational powers allow uni¬ 
formed officers to seize any ve¬ 
hicle driven illegally and issue 
on-the-spot fines or points for 
offending drivers. 

Drivers with no insurance can 
be fined £200 or issued six 
penalty points, and those with¬ 
out licences can receive a £60 
fine and three points. 

For offences of no insurance, 
officers can issue a fine of £200 
and issue six penalty points for 
the offender’s licence. 

Sergeant Andrew Rice said: 
“Many of the vehicles we have 
seized are from known crimi¬ 
nals. In my experience there is 
usually a strong correlation be¬ 
tween uninsured or unlicensed 


drivers and criminality. 

“By immediately impounding 
their vehicles we are striving to 
protect the communities we 
serve by denying criminal use 
of the roads.” 

One of the seized vehicles was 
from someone known for over 


30 offences, many of which 
were for burglary and driving 
over the legal limit or when dis¬ 
qualified, police said.

Private wing to be built at Kingston Hospital 


A private hospital wing could be 
built at Kingston Hospital as part 
of the handing over of private pa¬ 
tients to a South African health¬ 
care group. 

BMI Netcare was nominated the 
preferred bidder for the 22-room 
Coombe wing by board members 
last week, after all the other com¬ 
panies pulled out. 

The company, which already 


runs a surgical centre in Manch¬ 
ester, a treatment centre in Scot¬ 
land and a walk in centre in Leeds, 
has also been offered the option of 
taking on the former nurses’ home 
site as part of the contract, which 
should be approved this summer. 

At the moment the hospital 
ploughs any profits from the 
Coombe wing back into the NHS, 
but it was revealed last month 


chief executive Kate Grimes was 
considering accepting a one-off 
royalty payment, rather than a 
profit share agreement. 

No bids were received to priva¬ 
tise surgery at the hospital despite 
at least £300,000 in management 
and legal fees being spent.

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Our intrepid reporter HARRY MILLER has been invited to join London regiments in the most dan¬ 
gerous place in the world, Afghanistan, to report on Britain’s involvement in the ongoing conflict 


Targeting Taliban 


Afghanistan - the base for ex¬ 
tremist aggression against 
the West and one of the 
hottest places on earth right 
now. 

So why I am going? With just 
hours to go before I fly out I 
am beginning to wonder why 
myself. 

After a year of planning I 
have been invited to tag along 
with a host of other journal¬ 
ists to one of the most danger¬ 
ous places in the world. 

A briefing at the Ministry of 
Defence (MoD) main building 
in Whitehall tells me what to 
expect. It is going to be hot, 
and dangerous. Well I could 
have told them that. 

I am, according to the MoD, 
going to see how the recon¬ 
struction effort is going and 
see what security arrange¬ 
ments have been put in place 
ahead of the presidential elec¬ 
tions in August. 

The Army is expecting an 
upsurge in attacks from in¬ 
surgents trying to destroy an¬ 
other attempt to cement the 
democratic process in a coun¬ 
try that has seen on-off wars 
for the past 40 years. 

As a peacekeeping force, I 
am told, the British forces 
have been welcomed by the 
local populace. More and 
more children are attending 
mainstream schools, not just 
the boys being taught at 
madrassas (religious schools),

and women are now wearing 
make up, something forbid¬ 
den by their former medieval 
rulers. 

On Sunday, I fly from RAF 
Brize Norton by old BOAC 
Tristar to Kandahar. 

I am joining 2 Rifles, a regi¬ 
ment that recruits out of the 
South of England to meet sol¬ 
diers from the local area and 
see how life in the desert is 
and how war is really effect¬ 
ing them. 

I have been told that at 
Camp Bastion I will be kept in 
the lap of luxury. 

My tent will be air condi¬ 


tioned, vital to combat the 45C 
heat, there is a Starbucks for 
coffee and a KFC if rations 
get a bit of a bore. 

However, the time I will be 
spending at a Forward Oper¬ 
ating Base (FOB) will be less 
than comfortable. 

Sporadic attacks, indirect 
fire (IDF) and rations make 
FOBs less than appealing. 

My plan is to speak to as 
many soldiers from the bor¬ 
ough and find out what life in 
Britain’s modern army is re¬ 
ally like. 

Are they well equipped? 
How do they combat the heat? 
Have they ever actually seen a 
Taliban fighter? 

Much like George Orwell’s 
1984, the UK, since 2001, 
seems to be in a state of 
perma-war where the line be¬ 
tween enemy combatant and 
ally blurs on a monthly basis. 

At the start of this Afghan 
war the public was told the 
soldiers were hunting al-Qa’ 
eda. 

The organisation, named by 
the US, was responsible for 
the September 11 attacks on 
the World Trade Centre in 
New York. 

The attacks on that day 
claimed more than 3,000 
lives. So far, nearly 20,000 
Afghan civilians and soldiers 
have been killed as a result of 
the fighting. 

The new remit for the Army

is the stabilisation of the 
country and national security, 
our national security. 

I will be seeing how this is 
done and what the regiment 
uses to do it. 

The idea, much like Iraq, is 
to train the former Afghan 
militias into the Afghan Na¬ 
tional Army who will take 
over when Britain finally 
deem the country safe enough 
to leave it to the Afghan peo¬ 
ple. 

Unfortunately since the Tal¬ 
iban has been pushed out of 
the country and into the trib¬ 
al region at the border with 
Pakistan, militant attacks 
have increased there. 

Follow my journey through the 

badlands of Afghanistan and into 
the heart of 
Taliban country at

do 120 hours of unpaid work 
and fined him £50 in court 
costs. 

Scatterty, of Longfield Cres¬ 
cent, Tadworth, was also made 
to pay £100 towards fixing the 
window and pay £350 compen¬ 
sation to Mr Carlin. 

Mr Carlin, who had only 
been promoted a week earlier, 
said he had to go to hospital 
five times for treatment. 

Speaking after the sentenc¬ 
ing, Mr Carlin said: “There 
have been arguments here be¬ 
fore but you just ask them to 
leave and they go.

Ganeson grabbed Mr Bas¬ 
tiampillai and pushed him 
backwards, causing him to 
fall into a coat rack, before 
Ms Sivaneson intervened, 
the court heard on Friday. 


He grabbed her right hand 
and dislocated her thumb 
before he was arrested by 
the police. 

Ganeson said Mr Basti¬ 
ampillai, who suffered no 
injuries, struck the first 
blow. 

Ganeson, of Summit Road, 
Northolt, said he has under¬ 
gone anger management 
classes and was taking steps 
to rectify the relationship 
with his former partner and 
children. 

He was given a community 
order and domestic abuse 
programme, as well as hav¬ 
ing to pay £70 court costs 
and £75 compensation to Ms 
Sivaneson.

I think speeding is a mas¬ 
sive problem in Kingston. 

Most residents want traf¬ 
fic to drive much more slow¬ 
ly and there is a constant 
demand for traffic calming 
measures in residential 
areas to improve safety for 
pedestrians and cyclists. 

Speed is a contributory 
factor in at least half of all 
road accidents. 

The problem is that mo¬ 
torists do not think the 
criminal law applies to 
them. 

This is compounded by an 
almost complete failure by 
the police to carry out any 
effective enforcement.

Thieves make 
risky railway 
getaway 

A group of thieves made a 
risky getaway along the rail¬ 
way between Kingston and 
Hampton Wick stations early 
on May 21, following a late 
night crime in town centre. 

I suppose the escape would 
have been a lot less risky if 
there was a footpath on the 
bridge, like there is on the rail¬ 
way bridges at Barnes and 
Fulham. But is reducing the 
risk really the intention? I 
don’t know - but I still think 
the bridge needs a footpath. 

Kingston road bridge was 
closed due to an accident in¬ 
volving a motorcycle and a 
bus recently, and I think it’s 
ridiculous that Kingston and 
Hampton Wick become isolat¬ 
ed from each other when this 
sort of thing happens. The 
next nearest bridges along the 
river are Hampton Court and 
Teddington Lock, and I think 
these are too far away.

Proud to be expelled

On Friday, he received a letter an¬ 
nouncing he had been “summarily 
expelled” from Labour after 30 
years’ membership for breaking 
party rules. 

This week Mr Martin, a resident 
of Gander Green Lane, Sutton, said: 
“With the stream of Labour politi¬ 
cal sleaze and greed clogging up the 
airwaves at the moment, I am 


chuffed to bits that I am no longer a 
member of the same political party 
as this parade of self-serving scum¬ 
bags. 

“Not a single one of these spivs 
has been kicked out of the party but 
I have and that tells me all I need to 
know. I am now urging Labour 
Party members to declare their 
public support for No2EU in their 
localities and, if that means expul¬ 
sion, then they should wear it as a 
badge of honour.” 

Mr Martin joined Labour as an 18- 
year-old electrician in 1980. After 
later being elected as a councillor in 
Merton, he stood as the Labour can¬ 
didate for Sutton and Cheam in the 
1992 General Election. 

Last year the activist was named 
among 1,000 influential Londoners 
by the Evening Standard. The for¬ 
mer Labour parliamentary candi¬ 
date for Sutton and Cheam, was 
found to have breached Labour 
rules that prevent members joining 
and supporting political organisa¬ 
tions other than an official party 
group. 

No2EU, backed by campaigners 
including Bob Crow, leader of the 
RMT transport union, has no mem¬ 
bers but is contesting Euro seats 
across Britain in the June 4 elec¬ 
tions.

Towards the end, we encourage 
people to get up and dance but no 
one is forced - the ghost of Henry 
VIII won’t come and bully you! 

Will you be keeping an eye on 
the weather forecast? 

The weather is the key challenge. 
My mother always said: “There is 
no such thing as bad weather, just 
badly dressed.” But, if you have 
torrential rain, although the people 
who come are really good and a 
Blitz spirit kicks in, it does literally 
put a dampener on the show. 

What have you planned for the 
concerts? 

We have Ruby Turner singing 
with us. She is like someone from 
another age, she could have sung 
with the Count Basie Orchestra but 
she can also sing gospel. She has a 
huge repertoire and a feel for 
music most modern singers don’t 
have. Guitarist Dave Edmunds is 
also with us and one of the things 
he will be doing is Sabre Dance - 
one of his first hits. It is bonkers 
when he does it with us. 

From all the collaborations you 
have done, is there one that 
really stands out? 

It would be one of the first ones I 
did was with BB King - he is such 
an important figure for me and also 
such an important figure from 
another age of music - an age that 
is still alive and with us. 

You are still going strong with 
Later... What has it been like 
doing the new half-hour live 
edition? 

It has given the show a new 
impetus. It is hard to squash 
everything into half-an-hour and 
there is definitely a bit more 
aggression when the red light goes 
on. It is like a greyhound coming 
out of the traps.

“I came to this production in a 
rather strange way,” says 
Penelope Beaumont, who 
plays Nora in a new produc¬ 
tion of Michael Frayn’s Alpha¬ 
betical Order that heads to 
Richmond Theatre next week. 

“Unfortunately the actress 
originally booked to play the 
part had an accident on the 
last day of rehearsals on 
Easter Saturday, so they gave 
me a ring. After saying I was 
going to do it I had a terrible 
panic attack and thought, why 
am I doing this? 

“But then I thought, some¬ 
body has got to do it, so why 
can’t I? So I did and surprised 
myself. I put the cast through 
some iffy moments to begin 
with but they helped me out.” 

The play, set in the 1970s in a 
regional newspaper office’s 
cuttings library, was orginally 
performed at Hampstead The¬ 
atre in 1975 and this new pro¬ 
duction was staged at the 
venue in April as part of its 
50th anniversary celebrations, 
before it goes on national tour. 

In the play Leslie, played by 
Chloe Newsome, arrives for 
her first day of work and slow¬ 
ly but surely goes about turn¬ 
ing the library from a chaotic 
mess to a tightly run ship - 
does Beaumont think Frayn, a 
former journalist himself, has 
created a play that still 
resonates at a time when the 
newspaper industry is 
struggling to stay afloat?

“Alphabetical Order isn’t a 
Noises Off in terms of being a 
riotous comedy but it is 
thought provoking and funny 
in the way that Michael 
Frayn’s plays always are.” 

Beaumont is returning to 
Richmond after performing at 
the Orange Tree in Mary Goes 
First over Christmas, and she 
cannot wait to tread the 
boards at Richmond Theatre. 

“I’ve done a lot of touring 
abroad, mostly with the RSC,” 
she adds. “But I’ve not really 
done much touring in 
England so it is almost a new 
experince for me. I had a great 
time at the Orange Tree in 
Mary Goes First and I saw 
Duet for One recently at Rich¬ 
mond Theatre - it’s just a 
lovely theatre.”

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‘Minimise risk of repossession’ 


Landlords told to protect rental payment 


Following reports that more than 
a third of UK landlords have ten¬ 
ants in arrears, lettings agent 
Your Move, is advising landlords 
to take steps in protecting rental 
payments and ultimately min¬ 
imise the risk of repossession.

“Basically landlords can’t 
afford to be without this support 
insurance. 

“And, although the tenant’s 
circumstances can change over 
time - they could face redund¬ 
ancy in the future - landlords 
should also take steps to ensure 
that the tenant they choose is as 
reliable and as financially secure 
as possible from the outset. 

“All in all, in this current cli¬ 
mate, no-one knows what’s round 
the corner and it’s therefore vital 
that landlords get as much protec¬ 
tion as they can - as soon as they 
can.”

Local estate agents have backed a 
new report from the Royal Institute 
of Chartered Surveyors (RICS) re¬ 
search showing more buyers return¬ 
ing to the market and more homes 
being sold.

Small car gets the big car treatment 



The new Polo is serious business for 
Volkswagen. The car is a corner¬ 
stone of the company’s range and 
bottom line. And now it’s a little 
bigger. 

This version isn’t just bigger, 
though. The car promises to push 
the boundaries of what’s possible in 
the eco-motoring stakes with a 
forthcoming Bluemotion variant, 
and mirror the improvements made 
in the sixth-generation Golf. 

And that’s where the similarity 
begins. Keen to spread a little fami¬ 
ly love, Volkswagen has given the 
new Polo more than a dash of the 
Golf’s visual DNA. And where the 
latter’s appearance is conservative, 
the Polo’s character is more extro¬ 
vert. It’s easier to see the similari¬ 
ties with the racy Scirocco, for 
instance. 

Looks aside, there’s also no 
mistaking the Polo’s increase in 
size. Length, width and height 
might have increased by only a 
few tens of millimetres, but the end 
result is a car that easily straddles 
the line between supermini and 


family hatch. And to be a family 
hatch you’ve got to be sensible, 
which is why you’re met with a tra¬ 
ditional cabin layout when you open 
one of the Polo’s doors. Far from 
being a bad thing, it’s good to see 
that Volkswagen hasn’t abandoned 
one of its key attributes (quality) 
at the expense of some fashionable 
design pipe-dream. 

Whichever engine you choose, 
you’ll be rewarded with a driving 
experience that has evolved into 
something closer to that of the 
larger Golf than your average 
supermini. 

It’s a cliche to describe the Polo as 
possessing a ‘big car feel’ but that’s 
exactly what it has. And most of 
that’s down to the car riding on 
VW’s latest generation platform. 

Ride quality is impressive for 
something in this class, while the 
Polo can be driven briskly on twisty 
roads without fear of it turning into 
a messy ‘rowing boat in a storm’ 
experience. The car’s steering is 
accurate, the brakes strong and the 
whole thing is a world away from 


what owners of previous generation 
cars will remember. In short, this is 
the behaviour of a well-rounded car. 

What’s also reassuring about 
his sixth-generation Polo is 
Volkswagen’s decision to kit it out 
with big car safety equipment. 

There’s twin front and side 
airbags and every car gets ESP 
(Electronic Stability Programme) as 
standard along with whiplash resis¬ 
tive head restraints. 

On the comfort front, you’ll even 


have the option of a fancy touch¬ 
screen sat-nav and audio unit. 

With the Polo, Volkswagen has 
done more than simply tweak its 
looks and send it on its way. The car 
was always at the mature end of the 
small hatch spectrum, but the 
performance changes should also 
endear it to buyers who previously 
dismissed the car. And it’s destined 
to be a more economical and inex¬ 
pensive car to run. 

Add all those things together and
